THE JOKER IN THE DECK 
Schedule E is the most important part of the 
new! egotiated trade agreement between Great 
Britain and Canada. This is the section that sets 
out the classes of Bri goods which are to be 
admittei to Canada at preferred rates of duty, along 
with the rate to be imposed upon each class 
That section was not given to the public when 
the summary of the agreement was published

There is probably no subject In which the people 
of Canada are more keenly interested today than 
that of credit. Three years ago there was a sur- 
plus of credit. But it collapsed when commodity 
prices began to go down, and now there is scarcely 
such a thing in existence. 

The banks are hot to blame for that. Their 
business is to accept deposits, loan the money of 
oler peuple, and repay it when its owners ask for 
it. They are the victims of the times. If they tried 
to maintain “easy” credit in such circumstances they 
would be wrecked 

What is needed is a stabilizer in the financial 
system, @ power behind the banks that can apply 
the brakes when a frenzy of speculation seizes the 
public, and expand credit when panic threatens 
to bring the whole economic machine to a stand- 
still 

Parliament should waste no more time waiting 
to see what conferences may do. It should take up 
the revision of the Bank Act at the present session, 
whatever the Government wants, and establish a 
bank of re-discount to function as a shock-absorber, 
and as a sanity-preserver in times of booms and 
depressions 

To the extent this means “managing” credit, let 
it be managed. It is mis-managed now, by mob- 
action as the country is swept by successive waves

The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper 
Several readers have written me notes in regard 
to the “new Utopia” that the Canadian Young 
Peoples Society of Alberta and Saskatchewan :s 
founding at Sooke on Vancouver Island I am 
writing this from within sight of Vancouver where 
T am detained on private business. Before | return 
to the prairies I shall try and pay a visi! to the 
“new Utopia” and find out more about it.

This is not the first of the “new Utopias.” One 
of the most promising experiments in social living 
was that made at Brook Farm, eighty years ago, as 
af expression of New England transcendentalism. 
While it lasted to had the support of people like 
Emerson, Theodore Parker, Amos Bronson, Judge 
Alcott and Margaret Fuller. It came to an untimely 
end without having proved a failure. 

George Ripley was the founder, and among the 
members were Nathanial Hawthorne and Charles 
A. Dana, who later founded the New York Sun, 
becoming the most widely known and the most in- 
fluential journalist in the United States. Hawthorne 
tells some things about the experiments in his 
Blithedale Romance. Dana secured his first jour- 
nalistic experience on the colony paper, The Har- 
binger. 


ae 
Brook Farm was situated about as far from the 
city of Boson as Sooke is from the city of Victoria. 
The objects of the colony, much resembled thest 
of the Sooke project. “hey were: 

To more effectually promote the grest pir- 
pose of human culture; to establish the external 
relations of life on a basis of wisdom and pur- 
ity; to apply the principles of justice and love 
to our social organization in accordance with 
the laws of Divine Providence; to substitute a 
system of brotherly co-operation for one of 
selfish competition; to secure for our children 
and for those who may be entrusted to our care 
the benefits of the highest physical, intellectual 
and moral education, which in the present state 
of human knowledge, the resources at out com- 
mand will permit; to institute an attractive, ef- 
ficient and productive system of industry, to 
prevent the exercise of worldly anxiety by the 
competent supply of our necessary wants; to 
diminish the desire of excessive accumulation 
by making the acquisition of individual prop- 
erty subservient to upright and disinterested 
uses; to guarantee te each other the means of 
physical support and spiritual progress, and 
thus to impart a greater freedom, truthfulness. 
refinement and moral dignity to our mode of 
life 

No one can gainsay the loftiness of the aims of 
the founders of Brook Farm 


Seventy or eighty scholarly men and women 
were attracted to the colony. They supported 
themselves by manual work on the farm. At meal- 
times, and in the evening they discussed philoso- 
phy, literature and art. Emerson says Brook Farm 
was “a perpetual picnic, a French Revolution 
small, an age of reason in a patty-pan”™ 

The troubles of the colony were chiefiv finan- 
cial To overcome these a reorganization was 
undertaken by Mr. Brisbane, father of Arthur 
Brisbane who writes “Today” in this paper. He 
followed suggestions laid down by the French 
Socialist. Fourfer. A grest phalanstery or com- 
munity buiding was erected. Unfortunately before 
it could be occupied it fell a prey to flames. Brook

Farm never recovered from the blow. After six 
years of more or less successful experiment in 


social living the colony disbanded in 1847 


One young Edmonton man, of German origin, 
writes at some length, and with evidence of hav- 
ing given the matter much thought, suggesting 
that steps be taken to bring a group together to go 
not “back to Nature” but “forward to Life” 

He would like to get in touch with a number of 
like-minded people, and says: 

I have a picture of an ideal community as it 
would appeal to me, where common sense, cul- 
ture, health, good will as positive achievements 
prevail, and no social absurdities 

We are not content to run our lives in the 
future, and those of our children, according to 
an economic, religious and social system that has 
led to money-mindedness, to an artificial life 
that breeds disease—only superficially reme- 
died by medicine,—to the social absurdities of 
wealth abundance and poverty and to a system 
of education that puts a premium cn material- 
istic pursuits 

We cannot expect to find a ready-made para- 
dise. We shall have to build it. And we shall 
have to find the builders among those who are 
dissatisfied, not so much because commercial- 
ism has failed them, but because they recognize 
the essentially perverse way of moderr city 
life 

Se now opens a chance to those who would like 
to correspond with others with a view to trying 


out the experiment of co-operative life with 
health, good-will and culture as its aim rather 
than money pursuits 

There are many successful (7) people in the 


world whe might better have led a life closer to 
Nature than to the banks and the marts 

The Chicago courts are investigating the af- 
fairs of an aged rag-picker who for a quarter cen- 
tury before his death had gone about Chicago's 
west side collecting rags and old bottles. He lived 
in one room, as economically as poss'ble People 
suspected the old man was rich, but they got @ 
surprise after his desth to find he hed wp estete 
worth over $1,000,000—most of it in cash snd gov- 
ernment bonds. 

It would be easy to moralize on @ case like this, 
and picture this man with his eyes on the gutter 
and the rag pile, a self convicted prisoner of the 
lust of money —defeated from any enjoyment of hfs 
wealth by his miser mature. His case is to casy 
and too obvious to bese « preachment on 

So too is the case of the spendthrift at ne other 
end of the scale who makes the pursuit of bought 
pleasures the end and aim of his existerce, only 
te find ennui as the capacity for physical enjoy- 
ments pale. He is the sort of chap whe chooses 20 
storey bedroom windows as # hasty wey of ending

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank MeCov 


Eyestrain has a detrimental influence upon the 
entire nervous system. My experience with 
thousands of patients has convinced me that this 
is true, and I believe that a thorough examination 
of the eyes should be included in any complete 
physical examination. 1 have been rece'ving an 
increasing number of inquiries regarding the func- 
tions and care of the eyes. Evidently the public is 
beginning to realize the true importance of the 
“windows of the soul.” As most authorities agree 
that 50% is a conservative figure for the number 
of people suffering from defective eyes, it has be- 
come necessary to find remedial measures to pre- 
vent eyestrain and its attendant ills. 


Let us discuss some of the various typer of eyes 
from an anatomical standpoint. Scientifically a 
normal eye is described as emmetropic; that is it 
is normal in length and it focuses without undue 
effort or strain. The farsighted, or hyperopic, eye 
is by far the most prevalent. It is shorter in length 
from front to back .san the normal eye and one 
has to exert an extra effort with the consequent 
nervous strain in order to focus and maintain a 
clear vision. A neafsighted cye is called myopic. 
With this type the eyeball is longer than normal. 
There is another nearsighted condition called 
pseudo or false myopic of the eye. This is usually 
caused by an excessive strain on the facuring ap- 
paratus. 

Astigmatism is another optical error with which 
you are more or less familiar; at least you have 
heard it mentioned although you may not under- 
stand its meaning. An astigmatic eye is one that is 
not symmetrical in curvature. An analogy would 
be a rubber all which has been slightly compassed 
thus making the surface flatter in one meridian 
than in the other. 

Another frequent source of eye discomfort is 
that produced by muscular imbalance ot the eyes. 
This not only includes tendencies of the eyes to 
turn from their normal position but also actually 
crossed eyes. I will take up this subject of strabis- 
mus or crossed eyes in a future article. especially 
with its relation to the health and future happiness 
of the individual. 

With the ever-increasing amount of reading and 
close application demanded by our modern age, 
there has been of necessity @ need for men skilled 
in relieving ocular distress. The perplexing prob- 
lems of eyestrain and failing vision have been 
given constant study by the optemetrists who spe- 
cialize in this very important branch of the healing 
arts and they deserve credit for their scientific 
achievements. They have perfected a technique 
which has stood the test of many years’ practice 
whereby “drops” are no longer necessary for a 
complete examination. This has been a great step 
forward as I am convinced that it is not only more 
accurate than the older method but also does not 
inconvenience the patient by depriving him 
two or three days of the use of his eyes while 
reading. The modern optometrist has instruments 
of precision with which he makes measurements of 
not only the range of vision but the actual 
depth of focus of the eyes. He can look into and 
note the general health of the eye, accurately meas- 
ure the actual eye curvature without touching it, 
and make sensitive measurements of the muscular 
balance and coordination of the eye. I might men- 
tion here that a thorough examination such as that 
just described requires at least an hour to com- 
plete. The examination may be divided into two 
visits and this is sometimes preferable as the eyes 
do not become fatigued in the shorter examination 
periods f
